NEW BRIDGES. 


At the last annual town meeting $1,000 was voted to be 
expended upon bridges; this was increased at the special town 
meeting by $200. Early in the year an examination was made 
of the large bridges and three were found to be in an unsafe 
eondition. The work of replacing the bridges was undertaken 
as soon as the steel could be obtained from a bridge company. 
It was deemed advisable to let out by contract the work of 
preparing the abutments and completing the bridges. Several 
parties were invited to prepare figures and the work was accord- 
ingly given to the lowest bidder. The floors of these bridges 
are built of cement concrete arches, with a wearing surface of 
gravel and a carrying capacity of ten tons. As the new bridges 
were made wider than the ones they replaced quite an added 
expense was incurred in grading and railings for the 
approaches. We feel that the town has received the equivalent 
for money expended. The cost of these bridges will appear in 
the report of the treasurer. 

In the early part of October, one of the stone abutments of 
the iron bridge which spans the mill pond at Chesham collapsed, 
and only by the rarest good fortune was this discovered in time 
to avert accident. While it was much to our regret to under- 
take the work of building a suitable structure here with the 
appropriation already overdrawn, it was a matter of necessity 
and our action was deemed justifiable by the demand for perma- 
nent improvements and the act of the legislature of 1913, which 
holds towns hable for damages after April 1, 1915, up to ten 
tons capacity. We can justly claim this bridge as an asset to 
the town equal to the financial liability incurred.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of Harrisville: 


In comphance with the laws of the state, we hereby submit 
our brief annual report of our schools. 

We have performed the work entrusted to us, conscious of 
its importance and desirous of doing it faithfully. We can hon- ~ 
estly say that all of our teachers have been tireless, painstaking 
and conscientious in their work, yet in some instances there 
has not been the co-operation and good discipline necessary for 
first class improvement. The teacher in our grammar school 
has labored faithfully for the welfare of her pupils, but it is to 
be regretted that her efforts have not been fully appreciated by 
all of her pupils; and the order has not been such as to meet our 
approval. Scholars little realize the injury they inflict upon 
themselves and the school by unruly conduct. There were 
three that graduated from this school last June, and while the 
class was small much credit was refiected upon both teachers 
and pupils that took part in the program. 

The primary school has always appeared well at all of our 
visits and very good improvement has been made. <A new 
heater has been installed in this room which has given very sat- 
isfactory results. 

We would especially mention the marked improvement in 
the Chesham school in good order and neatness which charac- 
terizes the room and all the work. Good advancement has been 
made, which shows the result of co-operation of teacher and 
pupils. New seats and desks have been placed in this school, 
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making a great improvement in the appearance of the school- 
room. 

School management rightfully claims the first share of a 
teacher’s attention because more than anything else it is a fae- 
tor that determines her reputation and success. A teacher, to 
win the respect of her pupils and get them to put a reasonable 
amount of effort into their work, is pretty sure to earn a fair 
reputation as a teacher, but if she fails in management she fails 
in everything. 

We would recommend that the parents visit the schools 
more frequently, and encourage the teachers and pupils with 
their presence; and any suggestions made by them for the ad- 
vantage of the school will be gratefully received. 

The services of our school superintendent, Mr. Rich, ter- 
minated in November and unless the bill now pending in our 
legislature for compulsory supervision becomes a law we shall 
probably be without a superintendent the coming year. 

In order to obtain state aid for school purposes it is neces- 
sary to raise by taxation a total of $2,268, and upon this basis 
we make the following financial estimates for the coming year:
